For Foreign Study Awards 


Scholarships and fellowships for graduate study are now 
being offered to college students by the Institute of Interna- 
tional Education, according to recent news releases from New 


York headquarters. 

Application for awards under 
the Fulbright and Buenos 
Aires Convention programs for 
the 1957-58 academic year must 
be made by Nov. 1. Under the two 
plans almost a thousand American 
citizens will have the chance to study 
abroad next year. 


Under the Fulbright program grad- 
uate students may study in Australia, 
Austria, Belgium, Luxembourg, Burma, 
Chile, Denmark, Finland, France, 
Germany, Greece, India, Italy, Japan, 
the Netherlands, New Zealand, Nor- 
way, the Phillippines, the United King- 
dom and a few Asian countries. 


Countries participating in the 
Buenos Aires Convention program are 
Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, the Dominican Republic, 


Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Nica- 
ragua, Panama, Paraguay, Peru and 
Venezuela. 


Final selection of Fulbright grantees - 


is made by the Board of Foreign Schol- 
arships, ten leading educators and edu- 
cators and educational administrators 
appointed by President Eisenhower. 

Under the Buenos Aires Convention, 
the Institute makes the preliminary 
recommendation of candidates, with 
the governments of the cooperating 
countries making the final selection. 

Deadline for applying for Britain's 
Marshall Scholarship awards is Oct. 
31. Scholarships are for two years’ 
study at any British university plus a 
cash award of $1,540. 

For the second year the North At- 
lantic Treaty organizations is sponsor- 
ing a scholarship program to further

Ike, Adlai Run Close Race 
In All-Campus Straw Vote 


“Ayes” for Ike only slightly outnumbered “Yeas’

Adlai in an all-campus political straw vote last week. With 
only a 17 per cent lead the current president defeated Stevenson 
and maintained his White House status. 


Sponsored by the political 
science department under the 
direction of Mr. Robert Hor- 
gan, the polling followed the 
official pattern as closely as possible. 
Baliots were recorded on a voting 
machine procured from the Dubuque 
County Auditor’s office. 


In “selecting” the 1956-60 president, 
freshmen, juniors and seniors favored 
Eisenhower, but sophomores swung the 
political pendulum towards Stevenson. 


The “over-2lers” who will soon be 
doing the actual balloting, were 56 
per cent Republican and 44 per cent 
Democratic . The ‘soon-to-be-there” 
juniors gave a 68-32 per cent pro- 
Republican vote. 

The biggest and youngest class on 
campus, the freshmen, came in with 
a 60-40 per cent GOP favoritism. 
Sophomores liked Ike only 48 per cent 
bue Adlai 52 per cent. 


The close election at Clarke may be 
indicative of a national election 
squeeze in November, Mr. Horgan be- 


lieves. In the past Clarke has been a 
signpost of significance, for the col- 
lege’s preliminary choice has usually 
coincided with that of the nation’s 
final choice. 


Private opinions also proved inter- 
esting. Andrea Sproule, head of the 
Young Republicans club on campus, 
thinks that President Eisenhower will 
be re-elected because “of his efforts 
for the betterment of America as a 
whole and his concern for every 
American, regardless of race, color, 
creed or economic background.” She 
believes that “he has in his follow- 
ing a majority of people from every 
field” and that this majority will give 
him a second term. 


Marian Howie, heading the Young 
Democrats club, states her belief that 
Stevenson’s personal political abilities 
are better suited for presidential de- 
mands than his opponent’s. The 
democratic platform, she thinks, con-

cerns itself not only with industrial 
problems but also with agricultural 
problems which the republican plat- 
form cannot solve. The civil rights 
compromise also speaks well for 
Stevenson’s ticket, Marian added. On 


these grounds she expects a democrat- 
ic victory. 


In regarding the present scene, Mr. 
Horgan proffers his opinion that a 
GOP re-election appears favorable be- 
cause the existing leader has given 
confidence to the pecple in interna- 
tional affairs, shows “determination 
to bring morality, responsibility and 
respectability to the government only 
to the extent essential for a peaceful 
and prosperous America.” 


However, Patricia Conway, presi- 
dent of the SLC, holds that Adlai 
Stevenson would best perform the 
duties of the United States executive 
head. Although believing in him as 
a person and a leader, she also thinks 
that he might lose the election because 
of Dwight Eisenhower's personal popu- 
larity, but not because of .anything 
Eisenhower has accomplished in office, 
for, she states, “I don’t think he has 
accomplished anything.” 


A “middle-of-the-ground” opinion 
is that given by Sister Mary Jeanne 
Therese, BVM, of the college history 
department. Sister is studying the 
party behind the man. Though at the 
present moment she thinks a change 
of government would be good, she is 
waiting until the last campaigning is 
finished to make a final decision. She 
also adds that right now she would 
like to see the Democrats in, but not 
for “another 20-year-reign.” 


Staunch Republican Shirley Mohr, 
who was born three days too late to 
be eligible to cast a vote for her candi- 
date, says: "I think President Eisen- 
hower has done a lot of good the 
four years he's been in office. One 
important achievement of his, in my 
opinion, is that of lifting the position 
of vice-presidency from mediocrity to 
its rightful dignity. His giving of 


more responsibility to Nixon is good. 
All in all, I believe Ike will be a
